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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1, 9, and 17 contain the trademark/trade name Astroturf™ Where a 
trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a 
particular material or product, the claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 
1982). The claim scope is uncertain since the trademark or trade name cannot be used 
properly to identify any particular material or product. A trademark or trade name is

used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus, a trademark or 
trade name does not identify or describe the goods associated with the trademark or 
trade name. In the present case, the trademark/trade name is used to identify/describe 
artificial turf and, accordingly, the identification/description is indefinite. Note that, the 
Applicant should change the claimed trademark name Astroturf™ to "artificial turf' or 
relative term to overcome this rejection. 



Allowable Subject Matter

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Claims 1-20 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The cited reference of Bertucci (3,870,314) teaches a method and system for 
practicing golf wherein a vertical shaft protrudes upwardly and having a golf ball shaped 
knob on its upper exposed end for being struck by a golf club which, when struck, 
causes the vertical shaft to pivot forwardly about a horizontal, transverse shaft which at 
the same time is forwardly slided in supporting slots against the action of a return 
spring, the horizontal shaft having a plate attached thereto with electric contacts 
thereupon which during travel progressively engage with corresponding stationary sets 
of contacts so to progressively close different circuits each having a different indicator 
lamp designating a particular driving distance; and the cited reference of and Plank, 
JR. (2004/01 27304) teaches an electronic golf swing analyzing system that uses an 
array of infrared (IR) and ultrasonic (U/S) sensors, activated by an embedded micro- 
controller, to capture swing data to accurately calculate the club head's velocity, face 
angle, and swing path at impact. 

Bertucci and/or Plank, JR., alone or in combination, does not anticipate or make 
obvious the applicant's claimed limitations of a golf swing analyzing device (and method 
thereto), comprising: a tee mat having an embedded pressure sensing means located in 
one corner of said mat, said embedded sensing means occupying no more than one- 
fourth of the topographical area of said mat, said mat further having first and second 
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boundary liner; marking the area below where said embedded sensing means is 
located, said first boundary line indicating the side of said embedded sensing means 
where a golfer stands, and said second boundary line indicating the front end of said 
embedded sensing means; a golf tee removably mounted to said mat by attaching 
means, said tee located just to the outside of said second front boundary line; and an 
electronic control box coupled to the output of said pressure sensing means, said 
control box further comprising a timer circuit coupled to a visible alarm means for visibly 
signaling when a golf club head strikes the mat surface behind the ball prior to 
contacting the ball, thereby indicating a poor golf swing (as per claims 1, 9, and 17), in 
combination with other presented limitations.
